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1 Continuation of 3. NOTE: The change of "at least one of a sulfide or polysulfide salt or anionic conjugate acid thereof" to "at least one 
of a sulfide or polysulfide salt or an anionic conjugate acid of a sulfide or polysulfide" in parent Claim 1 is recongnized. However, it 
does not place the application for allowance after final action because: 

It is clear now that the anionic conjugate acid is only from a sulfide or a polysulfide. Such a new limitation would be away the 
disclosure of Coggio which only potassium carbonate (an anionic conjugate of the carbonic acid) is used. Therefore, such an 
amendment would need new search. As discussed in the Final office action, the Applicants have pointed out that some unexpected 
superior results as compared to those of Coggio et al. as evidenced, on pages 18-20 of specification in Table 2 and Examples 3-4 and 
1 1 . However, unexpected results "cannot" form a basis for rebutting an anticipation rejection under 35 (JSC "1 02" according to MPEP. 

. Such unexpected results would certainly overcome the 102 rejection by Coggio since Coggio does not teach or suggest using any 
anionic congugate acid of sulfide or polysulfide. Additionally, it would also be considered in the further 103(a) rejection. 

In summary, a new consideration and search is thereby required due to such an amendment. 
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
